CHRISTIANITY VS. PROGRESS. 
REVIEW OF DR. FALLOWS SERMON. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cnc, July 23—As the Rev. Mr. Fallows 
rei urns to the topic of the relation of Skepticism 
to Christianity, and takes direct issue with the 
position assumed by me m my criticism of his 
former discourse, I respectfully request a space 
sufficient to set forth my views, and the reasons 
therefor. ‘The task is, in some respects, an un- 
welcome one, since it is to combat a deep-seated 
popular idea, 80 long instilled and fostered by 
the clerical teachers of Christendom, that 
it has become almost an axiom in 
the general mind. Stil more is it 
distasteful to join in controversy with a gentle- 
man of the liberal thought which is a well- 
known characteristic of the Rev. Mr. Fallows. I 
would much prefer a tilt with some of the masked 
and helmeted old bigots, who, clad in the shell of 
their rotten mediwval armor, fight in their pul- 
pits each Sunday a mediz#val Apollyon, the fabri- 
cation of their own Quixotic brains. 

The point at issue between Mr. Fallows and 
myself, as now defined by bim, is simply this: 
Taking the term Christianity to mean 
the doctrinal religion, which is com- 
mon to all those who believe in the supreme di- 
vinity of our Lord Jesus Christ and in His atone- 
ment,” Mr. Fallows claims that it is not intoler- 
ant and not opposed to ecience or to the progress 
I, on the other hand, allege that it 
is necessarily intolerant and antagonistic to 
science, and is, and has always been, one of the 
greatest obstacles to the progress of humanity, 
and that nearly all.of the discoveries that 
civilization now of — the | 
the steam motor, ectrié telegraph, ete.— 
were not fruits of Christianity, but fruits that 
ripened in spite of Christianity. On all of 
which Mr. Fallows takes direct issue with me. 

To support bis position, Mr. Fallows alieges 
that the clergy were the preservers, through the 
Dark Ages, of all letters and culture; that Cnris- 
tianity, from Apostolic times, has identified her- 
self with the cause of education, establishing 
nearly all the distinguished schools of learning 
of Europe; that prominent scientists in differ- 
ent ages have been clergymen; that many 
among the clergy are eminent as students and 
patrons of sciénce; and, finally, that countries 
under sway of Mohammedanism and other anti- 
Ohristian religions have failed to produce or 
develop the progress in knowledge exhibited by 
Christian lands, This is, I think. a fair epitome 
of his argument. Let us now look at it. 

That the monks of the Middle Ages, in their 
sacred retreais, were the preservers of most that 
we have of ancient literature and knowledge, is 
doubtless true. Little credit, however, is 
due to their religion for this. What 
of Pagan writings were thus preserved is due 
to accident or the action of monks whose lit- 
erary tastes rose above their religious zeal. As 
® general thing, the monks of those ages de- 
stroyed vastly more than they preserved of an- 
cient lore. Some of the greatest of the ancient 
classics that we now possess were discoveréd on 
palymsests, where the original had been smeared 
over to make a surface on which some 
monk could write his theological exegesis. More 
credit is due the mud of Pompeii for preserving 
the art and architecture of the ancient Romans 
than is due the clergy for transmitting to us the 
letters of the same period. The former has 
handed its trust over to us, just as it received it ; 
the latter has restored to us only the mutilated 


remains of its trust, and they often questionable | 


as to identity. 

That the clergy have founded many of the 
most celebrated schools of learning is also true. 
But these schools were intended for the training 
of clergymen, and, as 6 general thing, the course 
of study was such as to be of little practical 
value to any person who did not enter the 
clerical class. There bas long been, and is now, 
a zeal on the part of the clergy to control the 
educational establishments of Christendom, and 
in order to do this they have ever been foremost 
to initiste these enterprises, and thus fore- 
stall the efforts of lese pictistic parties. 
The curriculum of each college and university 
of which they thus get control is, with Jesuit-

Search throngh history the world over, and 
you will find that enlightenment must precede a 
change of religion, not necessarily follow it. 
Look at your fields of missionary labor, and how 
paltry are the results. Nowhere has there been 
an instance of successful establishment of the 
Christian religion among the heathen nations un- 
til secular knowledge had developed a condition 
of mind to which that religion is adapted. Some 
of these people may have adopted the forms and 
ceremonies of Christianity, but of the spirit of 
religion itself they were, and are, as ignorant as 

In many instances, asin the Sandwich 

Islands, the missionaries have succeeded in de- 
stroving the native religion, without implanting 
anything but the forms and hypocrisies of the 
new faith, bringing only degradation and decima- 
tion to the simple islanders. 
_ Ignorance compels superstition. It must have 
it, and the religion of 1 people mast grat- 
ify that superstition. Asa people become more 
enlightened, the less there is of superstition to 
be fed, and a purer, a higher, religion is accept- 
able. The masses whoswarm at the Catholic 
altars need a mythology of saints and Holy Vir- 
gin, à gorgeous ceremonial, and a thousand mir- 
acies, to fix their devotion and satisfy their su- 
perstitious zeal, Protestants can get along with 
one deified mortal and a dozen miracles of twen- 
ty centuries ago. Some Christians even seem to 
get along quite religiously, though dropping 
from their faith everything savoring of the mir- 
acle. That there are thousands who cling to a re- 
ligion which they by education and development 
are far above is very true, and only demon- 
strates the power of traditions of childhood’s 
teachings, of social restraint, and of selfish in- 
terest, to modify the-instincts and warp the rea- 
son. Asa general thing, the more highly edu- 
cated individuals of a nation, unless they belong 
to the sacerdotal class, or find their support in 
some way from the religious institutions, are 
skeptical as to the prevailing religion, however 
much they may profess to be ite votames. As 
men become matured by culture and thonght, 
they drop from the old creeds as ripened apples 
from the still branches of the orchard at the 
harvest moon; not to be without religion, but to 
adopt a better. Back to the old forgotten re- 
ligion of Jesus many such go,—a religion too 
high and too purefor those old Pagans who took 
it iu charge and passed down to us this poor sub- 
stitute labeled with its name. 

Thus we see that Christianity did not give us 
our civilization, which is the product of practical 
knowledge gathered by able men and diffused 
among the people. e shall now see that 
Christianity has resisted the progress of civili- 
zation, and still does so, with tenacious struggle. 
i can prove that it does this, first, by its binding 
mankind to the past, and being intolerant of any 
opinions which conflict with certain writings of 
antiquity; and, secondly, by the fact that most 
of its essential dogmas are, in spirit, opposed to 
human Rs pve and development, and that be- 
lief in them tends to paralyze human exertion 
towards an amelioration of human ills.

Worship of the past paralyzes bope 
and deadens effort. Who will strive for knowl- 
edge or reaeh for discoveries if the past has 
known all that is worth knowing? Here, then, in 
its reverence for antiquity Christianity plants 
itself in the path, an obstacle to Progress. 

That it is intolerant it would seem needlesss 
to offer proof. Says a great historical writer: 
p te the latter part of the sixteenth century 
no man was secure in his person who expressed 
donbts respecting the belief of his contem- 
poraries.” 

And again: A careful study of the history 
of religious toleration will prove that m every 
Christian country where it been adopted it 
bas been forced on the clergy by the authority 
of the secular classes.” 

I deny that intolerance is a corruption of 
Christianity. It isa part aud parcel of it, and 
wherever its priests and wre have been most 
pure and zealous in the faith there bas intoler- 
ance been most hideously conspicuous. Neve 
bas Christendom shown & priesthood more un- 
selfish, uncorrupt, and more fired with pure love 
of religion than the Spanish — of the 
days of the Inquisition. All historical wnters 
agree that their piety, sincerity, and purity were 
above all question, Yet what horrors swarm 
upon the page of history which records their 
deeds. 

Who were, as a class, purer men or more 
iconoclastic in hatred of corruptions of Chris- 
tianity than our own Puritan forefathers? Yet 
these men, who were foes of bear-baiting, roast- 
ed Quakers as asacred duty, and enacted blue 
laws calculated to force the skeptic to hypocrit- 
ical conformance to their religious notions, or to 
make his existence most miserable. 

In this nineteenth century, in England, with 
all its boasted liberties, the publishers of Tom 
Paine's Age of Reason” were indicted there- 
for, tried. convicted, flued, and imprisoned. 
Only a decade before that, the English Parlia- 
ment enacted a law forbidding the holding of a 

ublic debate on such topics by any persons, un- 
ess permission was obtained from some desig- 
— officer, after ten days’ notice announcing 
the subject to be discussed. This is Christian 
toleration much modified from its days of rack, 
thumbscrew, and fagot. 

Intolerance is not an sbnormal feature of 
Curistianity; it is essential to its existence, and 
the earneat zealots who have been distinguished 
for intolerance have merely ized that 
fact. If men are allowed to hear the opinions 
and arguments of unbelievers, they may be led 
to doubt. Doubt leads to inquiry. Ing to 
investigation.

Church must be possessed of the living spirit of 
If it is simply a body of forms and ber- 

emouies, without faith or life, it is the warst 

kind of pharicaism,—a cerpse without a soul. 

Still, as a sou! needs a body, so the Church needs 

some expression of dogms, some form of faith. 

Three things are n upon the part of 
members of the Church in order that it may be 

operly constitated, namely: First, its mam- 
— must be moved by religious motives and 
not by political ones; second, they must hold a 
living faith—a sipcere ‘belief of positive truth; 
and third, they must follow the example of 
Jesus Christ. 

In speaking more particularly of the body of 
the Church, or its visible and outward form, the 
—— said that it is to be reeognized by its 

olding to the Oatholic creeds, worship, and 
government. The name of the Church is Chris- 
tian; the surname is Oatholic. the Church 
holds its apostolic faith expressed in its creeds. 
Befbre giving to the Church the Book the Apos- 
tles gave it a living tradition. 

The preacher then proceeded to declare him- 
self still a Catholic. I have been 1 
said he, wth being a Protestant. But I shou 
abhor the ition I now decupy in Geneva if I 
held the épinious of the Protestants. No! I 
stand firm by the Catholic ereeds and the Catho- 
lic sacraments, of which baptism and the mass 
are the chief. I believe that in baptism grace is 
mysteriously conveyed to the soul, so making it 
a member of Christ's Church. I believe that in 
that much-misunderstood sacrament af the 
mass there isa holy communion between Jesus 
Christ and the recipient. 

And I believe in the episeopate, that apostolic 
form of government founded on the Scriptures. 
Att on both sides, openly by the by- 
terians in the name of liberty, imsidiously by 
the Uſtramontanes in the name of authority, it 
is the safeguard of liberty and authority alixe. 

This is the Catholic Church to which I belong. 
It has been split into parts by the schisms of the 
West. But the Greek and the Latin are essen- 
tially one. There is also a third branch, the 
Anglican, which, acoording to the bmtorian Lin- 

ard, and the theologian Pusey, has ved 
ne true episcopate. True, Calvinism crept 
into it at times, but it still remains a youthful 
branch of the ancient Church. With these three 
churches I feel myself in communion, and if

While one body of the guards 
are thus employed as soldiery, another divis- 
ion is busy in foraging for flowers and 
aromatic leavea. These, when found and cut into 
manageable bits, are brought home to the nets 
and deposited in a heap in the centre of the 
space. This accomplished, the round of duties 
devolving upen the guards and purveyors seems 
to be concluded. 

Now the little yellow nurses end feeders take 
up their line of labor by bearing the sections of 
leaves and flowers from the common heap down 
into the galleries and cells of the nest under- 
ground. The first hall, entered by an aperture 
near the southeast corner of the square, leads to 
a small excavation, across which is spread a web 
like that by a spider, but divided into 
squares about one-fourth of an inch across. In 
the centre of each one of these squares sits a yel- 
low honey-maker, a helpless prisoner by reason 
of its enormous abdomen or honey-sack, which 
is distended to twenty times the size of tho rest 
of its body, and renders locomotion impossible. 
The nurses and feeders wait upon the honey- 
makers, keeping them constantly supplied with 
flowers and pollen. From this material the 
honey-makers distil honey b 
apalagous to that of the bee, filing their abdo- 
mens with the delicious sweet until there is 
room for no more.

THE VALUE OF DEPOSITS IN THE SAVINGS 
BANKS 


Strange as it may appear to many of the 
thoughtless or superficial observers of the 
currency question, the class of population 
most deeply interested in the restoration of 
paper money to par is that class who are de- 
pendent upon their current wages for the 
support of themselves and families, and who, 
by dint of self-denial and thrift, have been 
able to put away, as a reserve for the future, 
in some savings bank, from fifty to five hun- 
dred dollars each. Actual official returns, a 
year ago, showed that at the close of 1873, 
in the very height of the non-employment 
following the panic, there were in ten States 
2,188,619 depositors in savings banks, having 
to their credit no less than $759,946,632, or 
an average for each depositor of $347. The 
population of these same States at that time 
was 11,733,800, showing that one in every 
five and one-third persons was a depositor. 
Making an allowance for deposits by the same 
person in more than one bank, it is assumed 
that there is a depositor in every six persons 
of the whole population of these ten States. 
They were the New England States, Califor- 
nia, New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, and 
Ohio. 

The savings deposits in Chicago now ag- 
gregate $10,000,000, which, assuming the 
population to be 450,000, and allowing one 
itor for each ten inhabitants, will give 
ons—men, women, and children— 


every two families 
of five persons in Chicago. These depositors 
are men, women, and boys and girls, who are 
at work,—and are exclusively working peo- 
ple, dependent on their current wages. They 
include those who have several years’ savings, 
amounting to $1,200 or $1,500 each, down to 
those who have $600, $300, $100, $50, $20, 
and to the beginners who are striving to get 
their first $10. This body of persons, who 
may with propriety be called the real repre- 
sentatives of the industrial classes, have now 
on deposit to their credit $10,000,000, which 
is payable to them in greenbacks. How are 
they affected by the rise and fall of the value 
of currency? These hard-working people are 
not. speculators or gamblers; they are not 
betting on the price of commodities; they 
owe little or no debts; they are holding these 
savings fordays of sickness, for the time when 
they may be out of employment, or accumu- 
lating enough to purchase a house or lot. To 
them every penny added to their stock is of 
great value, and every penny taken from it is 
so much health, strength, and life-blood taken 
from them. 

Assuming for the occasion that greenbacks 
are worth 85 cents on the dollar, the money 
for which they have toiled will purchase but 
$8,500,000 of food, fuel, clothing, or other 
property. It may be that what they can buy 
with it will be sold as worth $10,000,000, but 
that does not alter the fact that the $10,000,- 
000 of greenbacks will only purchase precise- 
ly what 8,500 90 of real dollars will buy 
and pay for. 

When, therefore, greenbacks fall in value 
to 84 cents, the value of their deposits shrink 
$100,000 ; when greenbacks fall to 83 cents, 
their deposits are worth $1,700,000 less than 
the aggregate sum they have nominally on 
deposit. Every fall of 1 cent in the value of 
greenbacks, and the chan are sometimes 
frequent in a single day, is equal to $100,000 ; 
every advance of a cent in the value of green- 
backs is equal to an increase of a correspond- 
ing sum in the aggregate value of their de- 
posits. On Friday last the value of green- 
backs changed several times. They opened 
in the morning at 88} cents, advanced to 894 
at noon, and closed at 89 cents. The value 
of - $10,000,000 of greenbacks on deposit 
in the Chicago savings banks changed 
from 88,875,000 in the morning to 
$8,950,000 at noon, and then fell back to 
$8,900,000 at the close of the day. Ten days 
ago they were worth $8,500,000, and the ad- 
vance of 4 cents in the value of greenbacks 
has added $400,000 to the coin value of the 
deposits in the Chicago savings banks. 

The working people, who by self-sacrifice, 
self-denial, thrift, and economy have amassed 
this large sum of savings, have therefore a 
deep interest in the question whether the 
$10,000,000 which the savings banks of Chi- 
cago owe them shall be paid to them in 
money worth 100 cents on the dollar, or in 
depreciated money worth 95, 90, 85, 75, or 
60 cents on the dollar. All of the depositors, 
by looking at the daily quotation in TAI 
Trrpcnz of the value of greenbacks, can tell 
how much they are short of their nominal 
value as dollars, and can estimate how much 
the daily changes have reduced or increased 
the value of their own deposits, Each de- 
positor can readily estimate how much he 
and his fellow-depositors will lose should 
there. be another issue of greenbacks, sending 
their value down to 75 or 70 cents on the 
dollar. But the depositors in the savings 
banks are not the only persons interested in 
having the value of greenbacks advanced to 
par. There were a few days ago on deposit in 
all the banks of this city, in round numbers, 
the following sums: 


That is the sum of money which the banks 
owe to the people of this city, and which is 


payable in depreciated notes. It is the accu- 
mulated gains of the depositors; it is the ac- 


the value of these deposits. It is a question 
to these people Whether greenbacks shall be 
advanced to par, and these deposits made 
equal to $47,000,000, or whether they shall 
be reduced so that these deposits shall be 
worth but 60, 70, or 80 cents on the dollar. 

We have seen that in ten States of the 
Union there were $760,000,000 on deposit in 
the savings banks, and if we add only $260,- 
000, 000 for like deposits in the savings banks 
of the other twenty-seven States, we have an 
aggregate amount of actual cash belonging 
to the wage laborers of ONE THOUSAND MILL- 
tons OF DOLLARS, or a sum equal to one-half 
of the national debt. This great class of 
people, holding this vast amount of money, 
the scanty savings of their daily and weekly 
wages, are deeply interested in the question 
whether, when they draw their money, they 
shall be paid in actual dollars, each worth 100 
cents in gold, or whether they shall be paid 
with substitutes for dollars, worth anywhere 
from 50 to 90 cents on the dollar. Every 
cent taken from the value of &@ 
greenback is equal to one million 
and a half of dollars taken from 
the value of these accumulated savings of 
labor, —these hardly-spared dimes taken from 
weekly wages of the hard+working class; 
and, when it is proposed to so increase the 
number of greenbacks that their value will 
run down to 60 or 70 cents, taking from 
them three to four hundred millions of their 
savings, this very working class is called 
upon to- vote their own impoverishment and 
the destruction of their own accumulated 
savings. Let any depositor work out how 
much his savings would be worth with green- 
backs at par, how much they are worth now 
at 88 cents, and how much he will lose on 
them should greenbacks be forced down 10, 
20, or 30 cents less. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

The trifling panic in England is over. A 
few weak firms gave up the ghost, but the 
sweeping disaster so confidently predicted by 
American victims of Anglophobia has not 
come. A country which, thanks to its un- 
shackled trade, sells its wares all over the 
world, and which does business on the solid 
basis of gold, is not as easily swept into a 
panic as one which invites hard times by 
using shinplasters and ruins its industries by 
pretending to protect them, The London 
crisis, in fact, was not half as bad as the ca- 
blegrams made it out to be. ‘There were sev- 
eral heavy failures, but it is probable that the 
creditors of the bankrupts got an average of 
at least from 12 to 18 shillings on 
the pound sterling. Failures like those 
of Jay Cook, Iowa An, and the 
Freedmen’s Bank, rarely occur in En- 
gland. When they do, the bankrupts 
are apt to meditate over their mistake inside 
a cell. The London money-market has fully 
recovered from the flurry. It is reported as 
extremely easy, with money cheap and 
abundant. The fact cannot fail to exert a 
favorable influence upon our financial futare. 
The unemployed wealth of England will seek 
investment. The recent disclosures made by 
the Committee of Foreign Bondholders, by 
the Investigating Committee of the House of 
Commons, and by several notable trials in 
the English courts, will do much to prevent 
wildly speculative investments. Sound en- 
terprises will, therefore, stand a better 
chance. They will not be elbowed ont of the 
market by frandulent but alluring schemes. 
The capital which the patient economy of the 
American people has created since 1873 will 
therefore be reinforced by English capital. 
We may expect to see the wheels of trade 
work with fresh force under the pressure of 
this new wealth. The prophecy is already 
beginning to receive its verification. Our 
five per-cents are selling more rapidly in Eu- 
rope thap ever before. Their continued 
sale means the withdrawal of the Government 
5-20’s, bearing 6 per cent rate of interest, the 
consequent reduction of national expendi- 
tures, lighter taxes, and therefo e remov- 
al of part of the burdens of industry and 
trade. 

Our business fature, viewed from a foreign 
standpoint, thus seems to be quite rose- 
colored. The home prospects are also en- 
couraging. ‘The cotton and cereal crops will 
both be large. The first is credibly estimated 
at 4,500,000 bales—the largest since 
the War. The second will be excep- 
tionally large, and the proportion of it 
available for export is greater than 
usual, because a goodly share of last year’s 
product is still on hand, having been held 
back for the sake of higher prices, and be- 
cause the South, forthe first time, will be 
an exporter, instead of importer, of bread- 
stuffs. We shall therefore export a large 
quantity, and, from present appearances, we 
shall get fair prices for it. A note in the last 
number of the ation summarizes the crop- 
prospects of Europe. It shows a state of 
things very good for the American farmer, if 
not so good for Europe. The French grain- 
fields have been seriously injured by the re- 
cent rains and floods. North Germany and 
England will yield less wheat than usual, on 
account of too heavy rains. Extreme heat 
has played havoc with the Hungary crop. 
The section which competes more than 
any other with the United States—the Black 
Sea provinces of Russia—has suffered from 
both heat and locusts. The two together, 
according to the Nation, have seriously 
diminished the spring and winter yield of 
wheat.” As far as can be juiiged now, the 
cash value of our grain exports will be 
greater than ever before. In other words, 
the wealth produced during the current year 
will be very great. Now, the only way te 
recover from a commercial crisis is to pro- 
duce new wealth to take the place of that 
the destruction of which caused the crisis. 
It is evident, then, that we are on the high 
road to recovery. The country, it is true, is 
handicapped by the weight of the excessive 
tariff and injured by an irredeemable cur- 
rency; but the naturally strong constitution 
of the American public is pulling them 
through the trouble. The near future looks 
bright.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We have reserved until to-day our com- 
ment upon Ald. CuLLEerTon’s resolution, intro- 
duced at the last meeting of the Common 
Council, to abolish the Board of Education, 
in order that all the people of Chicago may 
have ample leisure to consider the enormity 
of the proposition. It isaltogether the worst 
suggestion that has grown out-of the recent 
charter frauds. It illustrates more vividly 
than anything else the base uses to which it 
is proposed to prostitute the new powers al- 
leged to be conferred upon the Common 
Council by the charter of 1872. But, while 
it serves to point out the peculiar instincts of 
a certain class of Aldermen likely to favor 
this resolution, we are ef the opinion that 
they have overreached themselves in this 
case, and that they are inhibited from abol- 
ishing the Board. 

The legal argument against this proposi- 
tion is two-fold: In the first place, the pow- 
ers of the Common Council to abolish and 


1872 to the ninety-six special powers enu- 
merated in that charter, and among these 
there is no clause which ean be constrned as 
authorizing an interference with the Board 
of Education, or the present school system. 
In the second place, our Board of Education 
was not ereated, like the Board of Police, by 
a special act of the Legislature for the use or 
benefit of Chicago. It is a part and parcel of 
the general system of education throughout 
the State, defined by the Legislature of the 
State in a general statute, and applicable to 
all districts af 2,000 inhabitants and over, 
and all cities of 100,000 inhabitants and more. 
In the latter class, the act provides that the 
Board of Education shall consist of 
fifteen members, who hold office for 
three years each, and onethird of whom 
retire every yeas. This statute imtrusts the 
Board of Education with purchasing school 
sites and erecting school-houses, borrowing 
money for school purposes, furnishing and 
maintaining the schools, employing teachers 
and fixing salaries, renting buildings and 
rooms, designating studies and text-books, 
dividing the city into school districts, and 
generally prescribing the conduct and man- 
agement of the schools. The same act also 
expressly says that ‘‘schools in such cities 
[i. e., having 100,000 inhabitants or more] 
shall be governed as stated, and no power 
given to the Board shall be exercised by the 
City Council.” We can scarcely imagine that 
the charter of 1872 is so sweeping and com- 
prehensive as to confer upon the Aldermen 
of the City of Chicago the power of repealing 
any other general law which applies to Chi- 
cago only as it applies to the remainder of 
the State simply because such general law 
may not suit their Aldermanic tastes. 

The moral argument against CunuzerTon’s 
proposition is even stronger than the legal 
argument, and is likewise two-fold. In the 
first place, it should be the aim of every hon- 
est man in the Council who has the welfare 
of the city at heart to disturb the old system 
of city government as little as possible until 
it shall be decided whether the disputed point 
—the charter of 1872—was legally adopted 
or not,—a question now pending before the 
courts. In the second place,—and this is by 
all odds the most important consideration,— 
the abolition of the Board of Education 
would lead to the mést disgraceful system, of 
blackmail and plunder that has ever prevailed 
under a municipal corporation. Whether or 
not it was conceived for that purpose, 
such would be the inevitable result. 
We do not hesitate to say that it would 
be less demoralizing on the community if 
the leaders of an Aldermanic ring were 
taken bodily by an outraged people and 
hanged to the lamp-posts in the street than 
to inaugurate a system whereby one man 
would nominally control the schools of Chi- 
cago, but which would, in fact, be a pros 
tution of the schools to the money-making 
propensities of the Alderman who are “‘ on the 
make.” : 

The effect of this proposed abolition of the 
Board of Education must be obvious enough 
upon a moment's reflection. It will be to 
confer upon a creature of the Council the 
powers now exercised by the Board,—a con- 
dition expressly inhibited by the act of the 
Legislature creating the present system. 
There would be blackmail and stealing every- 
where. Not a school-site could be purchased 
without blackmail and stealing; not a school- 
house could be built,or furnished and equipped, 
without a combination with or commis- 
sion from the contractora.. The school-funds 
and rents from school property would be 10 
constant jeopardy. There would be as many 
changes in text-books asin the moon, and 
not one but would bring grist to the ring’s 
mill. Finally, the appointment of teachers

THe CITY ELECTION THIS FALL. 

If there is one duty more imperative than 
another resting upon the people of Chicago, 
and one remedy more certain than another 
to correct the present infamous maladminis- 
tration of the City Government, it is for the 
people of Chicago to nominate this fall a com- 
plete city ticket for all the offices that will be 
vacant, without regard to the ballot-box stuff- 
ed charter of 1872. For instance, this fall a 
Mayor, City Attorney, City Treasurer, and 
twenty Aldermen should be elected, and the 
reason why they should be elected is a very 
pressing one. The existence and validity of 
the charter of 1872 are called in question 
in the courts, and have been denied from 
the very instant of its alleged adop- 
tion. The honest and respectable 
portion of our citizens claim, and that 
elaim is well founded, that the election was 
carried by ballot-box stuffing and the 
most outrageous and barefaced frauds. This 
question is now pending in the courts ; but 
there are very grave doubts whether the suit 
can be pressed forward to a conclusion before 
the time to elect a ticket under the old char- 
ter, if the charter of 1872 should be set aside. 
Should the 72 charter be set aside, say next 
winter, then the time for election under the 
old charter will have passed, and the present 
incumbents will hold over for two years 
longer, or until 1877, before they can be 
ousted. But if the people of this city 
go ahead and nominate good, capable men, 
a decent City Government will be ready to 
take hold and administer the affairs of the 
city ‘as soon as the courts throw out the 
present fraudulent one. Otherwise no one 
will be ready, and the bummers will have the 
city in their grasp for another two years. 
It is the plain duty of the Republicans of this 
city, therefore, to hold their Convention this 
fal} just as if there had been no charter elec- 
tion at all last April, and nominate the very 
best men they can find for office—men of 
honesty, fearlessness, and ability. It is 
equally the duty of the Democrats, particu- 
larly of the ‘‘ Jeffersonians,” to hold their 
Convention and nominate as good men as 
they can find, so that this city | 
shall not be left at the mercy of 
the bummers. Whoever wins in the 
contest, somebody must be responsible, and 
that somebody must be @ great national 
party, whether it be Republican or Democrat. 
Bummers have no responsibility, and the 
people of this city are getting tired not only 
of their misrule, but of being compelled to 
organize for the purpose of watching them 
and preventing them from completely ruin- 
ing the city. The two great political parties, 
therefore, will fail in their plain duty and 
surrender the city to the bummers if they do 
not hold their Conventions, go into election, 
and choose good men to be ready to take the 
administration, pending the decision on the 
charter question.

Twrep, who stole six to eight millions of 
dollars from the New York City Treasury, is 
slowly but very surely unriveting the chains 
which bind him, and will soon step boldfy 
out again, unhampered by any obstacles, and 
free of all the complications in which his 
enormous theft involved him, and he will ac- 
complish this without once admitting his 
guilt or asserting his innocence. His 
ent operations are directed towards defeating 
the city in its $6,000,000 suit, and the pre- 
liminary movements, based purely on legal 
technicalities and pettifogging quirks, are, 
of course, favorable to him, for quibbles 
never are in favor of the wronged party. 
The New York Hvening Post states very con- 
cisely the technical points at issue, as fol- 
lows : :

Judge 
Doxonvur has ordered further that the plaintiffs shall 
elect whether they sue for “ neglect to andit the claims 
against the city,” or for “ fraud, conspiracy, or com- 
bination on the part of the said Tween and Warson.”

There is virtually no punishment for this 
class of criminals in this country. The thief 
goes unpunished, and does not even restore 
the money which he has stolen, but flourishes 
like the green bay tree with his ill-gotten 
gains. More than this, he does not even 
lose caste. He still remains in society, at 
least so long as the money which 
he has pocketed lasts. He has his 
coterie of friends and admirers, and 
there are not wanting numerous oth- 
ers to emulate his example in the 
confident and well-grounded expectation 
that the legal quibble which, the Court 
has allowed, has saved one will save all. 
Even the bondsmen rarely suffer. They are 
generally let off scot free. The peculator 
rests a little while from his labors, The 
public. excitement dies away. Once it is 
found he will not be punished, the public 
seems to care little whether the city or 
county gets its money back, and in course of 
time the thief becomes a martyr, enjoys the 
admiration of some and the sympathy of 
others, and for the rest of his life goes knee- 
deep in clover,—<either in his own or in a for- 
eign country. This foreshadows the future 
of TW. There is slight reason to expect 
that he will not beat New York in the civil 
suit upon pure technicalities which the Court 
will uphold. Having done this he will be the 
six-million-dollar lion of New. York, and 
will gather about him all his old cronies 
and pothouse admirers, and resume his old 
life of swell and luxury, as well as his old 
political power, ending probably in running 
for Governor of the State, or, at least, being 
sent to Congress. If he gets loose with six 
millions of stolen money, there is not power 
enough among the honest class in New York 
to keep him out of any political office he 
wishes to occupy. All this shows a low and 
demoralized tone of society and the courts, 
and there never will be any change in the 
condition of things until the moral standard 
of society is elevated and the standard of the 
courts is completely changed. When society 
ceases to take tinsel for gold, and courts are 
not administered to shield rogues and defeat 
justice, thieves may then be punished, but 
not until then.

ere is no salary attached to the office. His 
remuneration is by fees for any work the County 
Board may order. His appointment is also con- 
eidered in the light of a good advertisement for 
getting outside business. In order that surveys 
may be in demand, it is obvious that it is for the 
interest of the Surveyor that recorded plats and 
surveys should be as scarce and valucless as 
possible,so that anybody seeking information 
be compelled to employ the Surveyor to get it 
for them. Accordingly, no one will be surprised 
to bear that a recent visit to the Surveyor’s office 
developed the fact that, of all the town aad 
county plats and records heretofore taken, not a 
trace could be found. Then the Surveyor gota 
resolution passed through the Board authorizing 
him to make a complete survey of the towns in 
this county, at a cost of $3.65 per mile. It was 
represented that this job would cost $500 to 
$600, whereas there are abont 900 or 1,000 miles 
of road in the county, and the cogt will be be- 
tween $4,000 and $5,000. Besides, it is a fact 
that several of the towns have already been sur- 
veyed, and monuments and bouudary marks 
have been put up. Although a new survey can 
be of no possible use to them, it is to be made, 
and they are to payforit. Upon what principle, 
except to providea job for this Surveyor, the 
survey was ordered, it is difficult to imagine. 
This measure was passed by the votes of the city 
members. What will their constituents think of

FAMILIAR TALK. 


INVALID AUTHORS. 

Barton says in his Anatomy of Melancholy,” 
„% How many deformed Princes, philosophers, 
and orators could I reckon up.” So numerous, 
indeed, are the instances where genius has been 
allied to physical weakness and malformation ; 
so much of the best work of the world has been 
wrought by toilers who have Jabored amid sick- 
ness, poverty, and sorrow, that one might al- 
most regard itas a rule that high intellectual 
gifts are balanced by privations of health, of 
comfort, of fortune, or of worldly hopes ; and 
come to inquire babitually, on the performance 
of any great deed in the domain of thought, Of 
what deep and abiding pain is this the product, 
with what throes of bitter and long-borne an- 
guish was it born ? 

The experience of Pope comes first te mind 
in recalling the histories of eminent men who 
have struggled through life with the pangs, tbe 
mortifications, and the bereavements that bodily 
infirmities entail. Pope inherited from a sickly, 
deformed father, a puny, crooked frame, that 
while he lived was racked wita pain and suffer- 
ing. He was an only child, the son of a trades- 
man who had retired from business at an early 
age with acomfortable competency, and was a 
dwarfish, amable, invalid boy, with a sweet, 
childish voice, and general indications of pre- 
cocity.” No more pathetic picture lingers in the 
memory than that of the misshapen little poet 
at I'wigekenham, writhing under the scornful 
mockery of Lady Mary Wortley Montague, whe 
met his avowal of passionate admiration with 
heartless gibes of derision. 

The vanity of Byron never ceased to fret over 
the malformation of one of his feet. The em- 
bittering circumstance of his life,” says Moore, 
“which haunted him like 3 curse, and, as he 

weuaded himself, counterbalanced all the 

lessings showered on him, was the trifling de- 
formity of his fool.” He once silenced the vain 
attempts at consolation offered by his friend 


Belcher, by saying, in mournful tones, Ah, my 
dear friend, if is (laying his hand on his fore- 
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ps. . 

In consequence of a debauched life, Scarron, 

the French satirist, was seized with permanent 
yeis of che lower limbs while be was 

years of age. He was s withered helpless 
cripple when he married the beautiful Francois 
d’Aubigne, who afterward became the mistress 
of Louis XIV., and took the name of Madame 
Maintepon. Heine was struck with an incurable 
disease of the spine in February, 1548, and for 
the remaining nine years of his life was for the 
greater part be the time bed-riddeu. He en- 
dured the most acute pain, and almost total loss 
of eyesight, with extraordinary equanimity, 
throwing off some of bis most exquisite songs 
in the intervals between the spasms of anguish 
that convulsed his frame. 

Cowper was from the first a delicate and ner- 
vous child, and, placed at school at the age of 6, 
the wretched circamstences that surrounded him 
confirmed his tendency to disease, and 
him au in valid for life. He was subject to spells 
of distressing despondency that occasionally de- 
veloped into delirium. The final years of his 
life were passed in utter dejection. 

Malebranche was deformed and sickly from 
his childhood. Mrs. Browning was for several 
years during her maiden life confined, by illness, 
to a darkeved room, and after ber marriage was 
compelled to reside in Italy on account of her 
delicate health. Herbert Spencer shattered his 
constitution by overwork several years ago, and 
now is concluding his great system of philosophy 
in invalidiem and poverty. George Macdonald 
was supposed to be dying of consumption when 
but little over 20, and his wife married him in 
the sorrowful fear of ‘burying him within three 
months of their wedding-day. All his novels 
have been dictated to an amanuensis sitting by 
the sick couch on which he lies at least half the 
day prostrate. Charles Darwin, the industrious 
and eminent naturalist, has very inferior health, 
and pursues his diligent, exacting investigations 
while suffering from debility thas would discour- 
age ordinary men from activity. 

Descartes, the French philosopher, and How- 
ard, the English philanthropist, bad naturally 
extremely delicate constitutions, which they 
were obliged constantly to fortify and favor. 
Pascal, the magnificent but irregular genius, 
early became an invalid, and was scarcely ever 
after free from pain. He furnished,” says 
Algerin “The Genius of Solitude,” “ another 
exemplification of the truth that great men, un- 
lees blessed with heaith, are more uubappy than 
others, because their transcendent powers are 
intrineically less harmonized with their earthly 
conditions.” Before he had reached the age of 
31. Pascal had suffered two attacks of paralysis 
in his limbs, While thus weakened he was driv- 
ing across one of the bridges over the Seine, the 
horses took fright, ptunged and leaped off; leav- 
ing the carriage poised on the edge. The shock 
was so great that, during the eight years left of 
his life, Pascal was frequently troubled with the 
baliucination of an abyss yawning at bis side. 

Kepler, the astronomer, wasa puny, ailing 
child, aud through . suffered from periodical 
attacks of fever and other maladies. Amon 
famous men who, in the dawn of life, had a 
struggle to maintain existence, was Sir Isaac 
Newton, who could have been entirely hid under 
a quart cup when first born; Voltaire and Fon- 
tanelle, who were so feeble during infancy that 
their survival was searcely hoped for; Goethe, 
who says in his autobiography, *‘ I came into the 
world as dead, and only after various efforts was 
I evabled to see the light”; d'Alembert, the 
distinguished mathematician, who, an illigiti- 
mate son, was exposed by his mother on the

FINANCIAL. 
The loan-market continues to exhibit the features 


but are sufficient in amount to give fair employment 
to the funds of the banks. Their surplus has been in- 
creased considerably by the payment of bills receiva- 
bie falling due this month. There is no particular 
eagerness to put out this surplus on anything but the 
shortest paper, as the impression prevails widely that 
the loan-market will be busier this fall than at any 
time in the last two years. The deposits are increased 
by the margin business. The kind of paper offered 
the banks is unchanged, There is some mercantile 
paper, the presence of which is due, in part, to the 
slowness of collections, These are always duil, inva- 
riably, at this time of year, when the farmers are har- 
vesting. There is a good deal of lumber paper being 
made, owing to speculative operations in lumber, 
which is regarded cheaper than it willbe. Manufac- 
turing paper is in light supply. 

Rates of discount at the banks continue 8@10 per 


cent to regular customers, There are few good out- 


side borrowers, and they find no difficulty in ebtain- 
ing discounts 2 or 3 per cent less than the above rates, 

On the street, business is dull, and the supply of 
choice paper, which alone is marketable, scant, Rates 
are 6@18 per cent, 

New York exchange is selling at par. The supply is 
largely mecreased by the shipments of produce, but the 
demand is heavy, as most of the banks are adding to 
their balances at the East, 

The movement of currency to the wheat districts 
continues moderate. The farmers are harvesting the 
new crop, and have not time te ship the wheat on 
hand, 

The clearings Saturday were 54.064, 568. 14; for the 
week, $24,619,545.44, against $19,670,129.69 for the cor- 
responding week of last year, 

THE GLOBE INSUBANCE COMPANY. 

The New York Tribune of the Ust just, in chroni- 
cling the withdrawal of the: Globe, Insurance Company 
from New York, reports that the aggregate amount 
of actual available assets of the Globe Insurance Com- 
pany on the lst day of January last, according to the 
sworn statement made to the New York Insurance 
Department, was $659,006.93, of which $76,256.37 was 
in premiums in course of collection; the reinsurance 
reserve was $245,907.55, and the total liabilities, in- 
cluding capital, amounted to $608,213.27. It would 
appear by this statement that the marine and inland 
business of the past year done in New York was very 
unsatisfactory, as the premium receipts on this class 
of risks amounted to $6,191, and the losses for the 
same time were $33,825.” 

A CONVERTIBLE CURRENCY.

child. They induced a morbid aud lasting mel- 
ancholy. 

Gibbon, the historian of “The Decline aud 
Fall of the Roman Empire,” was the only one of 
seven children that survived infancy. During 
his early years he was feeble and sickly, and re- 
markable for the extraordinary size of his head, 
which amounted almost to a deformity. In after 
years his small bones were weighed down with a 
load of flesh that they were inadequate to carry. 
For a period of thirty-two years prior to his 
death he suffered from an endrmous rupture and 
bydtocele. Nelson, the great naval hero of Eu- 
gland. was, as a child, delicate and ailing; and, 
as aman, was small, frail, aod attenuated in 
frame. These facts hint at the trials he must 
often have had in order to coerce his body to 
carry out the resolves of his daring and heroic 
spirit. 

‘Though Walter Scott matured into a maa of 
robust health aud nearly berculean strength, 
he was a puny weakling in the beginning, and 
early afilicted with a lameness which 
continued through lite. Akenside, the 
poet, and the’ son of a butcher, 
was wounded in the foot, when an infant, by the 
fall of one of his father’s cleayers, and rendered 
lame for life. The frail health of Leigh Hunt 
was the cause of constant solicitude during his 
infancy and childhood, and, while life lasted, 
crippled his energies, and imposed upon him the 
torments of hypochondria, palpitations, dyspep- 
sia, and @ long train of physical ills. 

One great benefit,” he says, resulted to me 
from this suffering. It gave me an amount of 
reflection such as, in all probability, I never 
should have had without it; and if readers have 
derived any good from the graver portion of my 
writings, I attribute it to this experience of evil. 
It taught me patience; it taught me charity 
(however imperfectiy i 112 exercised 
either); it taught me charity even toward my- 
self; it taught me the worth of little pleasures, 
as well as the utility and dignity of pains ; 
it tanght me that evil itself ed good ; 
nay, it taught me to doubt whether any such 
thing as evil, considered in itself, existed ; 
whether things altogether, as far as one planet 
knows them, could have been so good witnout 
it; whether the desire, nevertheless which Na- 
ture has implanted in us for its destruction, be 
not the sigual and the means to that end; and 


| whether its destruction, tinally, will not prove 


its existence, in the meantime, to bave been nec- 
essary to the bliss that supersedes it.” 

Ail know the sad stories of Coleridge and De 
Quincey, both of whom undermined their consti- 
tutions and perverted their lives by the excess- 
ive use of opium. Yet sadder still is the story 


sort of fascination in these dreadful details. Let 
me give an example of them: A baby in a 
wooden cradle was found floating down the Ga- 
ronne, the little creature being fast asleep and 
perfectly dry. There was nothing to indicate 
whence it came, and if the parents have been 
drowned, as is supposed, the identity of this ht 
tle waif may never be established. At Toulouse 
a laboriog man, with his wife and baby five 
months old, were upon the roof of their house 
waiting forbelp, when a friend came floating 
down the current, and managed to climb up be- 
side them. He was a good swimmer and thus 
kept himself above water. But ina short time 
the house began to crumble, and suddenly fell, 
throwing the party into the water. The work- 
man swam about for a moment in search of the 
rest, but could not find them im the dark, and 
came to the sad conclusion that they had been 
crushed by the falling stones. He managed to save 
himself, but believed the others lost. In the 
morning he met bis friend who told him that he 
had saved his baby, and had left it at the 
hospice during the night. The wife was 
drowned. The poor man ran to the hospice to 
ask for his child. Immediately on receiving the 
little creatures, some fifty or sixty m number, 
they had been stripped of their wet clothes, 
and the clothing of ali had been sent to be 
wasbed and dried. No one thought of marking 
the clothing for the purpose of identification. 
The father found that all the babies of 5 
months looked so nearly alike that he could not 
pick out his own, and every day since he has 
spent hours in the hospice trying to find which 
of the children saved belongs to him. At one 
moment he believes that instinct has guided 
him to the right baby; the next he picks out 
another, and then another, until bimself con- 
fuaed. A mother would doubtiess recognize 
her baby by many marks familiar to ber, but it 
is not so easy for the father, who knows less of 
his child's body than of the clothes it wears. 
Very many stories of this kind are told, and 
some of them are very touching. 

Another Paris letter: M. Venillot, of the Ul- 
tramontane organ, Univers, thinks the 
inundations a judgment sent from God, and 
mainly because the people do not pay their church 
tithes as they did during the last cefitury.

The man came, 
and im ail. that ined to scholarly cu 
ture, weight of personal character, and manly 
administrative ability, he more than doubly filled it.

OUR mEeTHODS OF SPELLING. 


Thore are signs of increasing interest in the 
subject of speliing-reform and of a disposition 
to give suggestions as to the best mode of effect- 
ing sach a refotm a fa heering. The popular 
miod seems awake, a8 ever before. to apprecia- 
tion of the difficulties, eccentrcities and ab- 
shrdities ‘of the present standard-English cacog- 
raphy. The remarks of Prof. March on this 
topic, in bis address to our Association last sum- 
mer, have been extensively copied and appareot- 
ly meet very general approval. Prof. W. D. 
Whitney, in discussing the question, How shall 
we spell? hae given his infinentein favor of re- 
form, and thoroughly exposed the weakness of 
the stereotyped objeptions that are urged 
against it.

THE SPELLING MATCHES. 

“Spelling matches,” which, last winter, be- 
came epidemic, have bad an influence for re- 
mn these. contests the anomelies and 

whimeicalities of the current orthography were 
brought more clearly to popular apprehension. 
Judges. divines, learned Professors, autho%s, 
ana editors, and great numbers of well-educated 
ladies andfentlemen, took part in these or- 
thograpbic tournaments,” and as one afteran- 
other Missed some not very uncommoa word 
aud was compelled to retire from the lists, they 
became disposed to admit, with Mr. A. J. Ellis 
that “to spell English is the most difficult of 
human attainments,” and, with Dr. Franklin. 
that “those people spell best who 

uot know how to spell.” Men are asking 
whether there is not, after all, 4s much absur- 
dity in representing haif-a-dozen different and 
dissimilar sounds by one and the same combina- 
tion of lettera,—the termination ough, for in- 
siance,—as in the -wildest eccentricitica of 
phonotypy. Already there is, says a reviewer 
of Prof. Whitney's paper on spelling reform, “ 3 
very good degree of general enligutenment on 
this subject. There ie abundant hostility to the 
old spelling amoug the active claas of our School 
Superintendents and teachers, especmlly where 
there are German children in tae schools.” 

NO BEMEDY OUTSIDE OF THE PRINTING-OFFICES. 

Such indicaticus of awakened popular interest 
are encouraging. There has beeu, in this country 
at least. not much difference of opinton among 
scholars on the main question, lea reform of the 
present spelling desirable? The argumeut has 
been nearly all on one side, Andif scholars have 
hesitated publicly to advocate reform, it has been 
because of their conviction that, so loog as the 
great body of the English-reading public re- 
mained iodifferent, if not adyprse, there was no 
bope of success. Experience has shown that 
every proposed change, however well considered 
aod seemingly unexceptionable; was laughed 
down and contemptuouely rejected by the 
ortbographical purists as part of a movement 
to reduce our spelling to uniform rule as op- 
posed to usage, aod to help forward the oblit- 
eration of all trace of the derivation aad history 
of words.” It is not the philologist who will be 
most benefited by a reformed orthography; and 
so Mr. Skeat’s view of the subject is that 
which the great majority of lish and 
American scholars have. been content to 
take: In mere attempts at mending the 
spellings of some classes of words, 1 can,” 
he says, see nothing but the elements. of 
failure, because, what one person proposes an- 
other will disapprove of, and the net result will 
certainly be that nothing will be done by com- 
buped individual effort outmde of the printing- 
ofices.

Every proposed 
alteration of the current spelling offends not the 
prejudices merely, but, in sort, the self-in- 
terest of all who have learned to read and write 
the Evgheh language.

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NAVIGATING THE AIR, 


ThetSchrosder Combimation of Air- 
Ship aud Baliceen— What the I- 
ventor Expects to Accomplish. 

Neo York Tribune, July 2. 

W. F. Sehreder, whose povel invention in 
the shape of en airship asserted to be 
entirely unde the control of its engineer, 
has been mentioned in the Tribune recently, 
was in thie city yesterday exhibiting his 
model and driwings, and consulting with engi- 
neers. The machine isin the fogm of a life- 
boat, supporgel by a balloon, and propelled and 
steered in the desired direction by apparatus 
Uke that in us in marine ¥ The bobt is 
65 feet in length by about 10 feet in breadth of 
beam. Its rile are of narter inch wire, 
‘and each is capable of bearing à strain of 8,400 

unds. Ove: the wire framework attached to 
he ribe is stretebed canvas boiled iu oil, so as 
to be impervicus to both water and air. In each 
end of the boat is a steel-rod or mast, 28 feat 
high, which & securely b by stays from 
every part of the vessel. Fach mast terminates 
above in «a strong cap of wire frame- 
work, which encircles at either 
end the pont of the egg-shaped bal- 
loon, which is thus alwavs carried aloug with the 
vessel, newer dragging behind or swaying from 
ite positio, no matter how high the rate of 
seed maybe.

The greatobstacie to success in aerial locomo- 
tion heretdore has been the rotatory tendency 
of the ballon, which, so lone as only ons motor 
wes emplved, was an insuperable difficulty. 
The aeronait could not steer against this rota- 


tion. But itdocurred to Mr. Schroeder that if pro- 


ulsion coull be effected both before and behind. 

one powr pushing and another puiling, the 
rotation wotld be got of, and then guidance 
would be s& comnaratively easy matter. To 
accomplish hie he has put at each end of the 
boat a proeller of two blades—eo that by 
piecing thm. horigontallye be can settle 
his boat flatuvon the ground—each blade con- 
strneted of wire and canvas, and 15 feet lone by 
1% feet broad.

As this 
machinery.is disconnected, the provellere can 
both work it one direction, or in opposite direc- 
tions, end, 6 they are reversible, headway can 
be mace qully well in either direction.

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* BATHING AND BATHING-COSTUMES. 
Olive Logan's Leng-Branch teller n the New York 
Craphic, 

In the first place, the bathing-houses are 
shanties, unfit for ladies to dress in; and, in the 
second, the exposure tothe gaze of the loungers 
on the beach is an ordeal which many ladies are 
unwilling to undergo. The poorness of the 
bathing-dreases on hire and the absence of 
female attendants are other reasons why surf- 
bathing is net very popular. The contrast with 
European practices herein is so striking that it 
is really extraordinary, with the rapid progress 
in kindred matters we have made of late, there 
is none in his respect, 

At the English watering-places the modesty of 
the ladies is saved by the use of the 


bathing machines, inte which the bather enters | 


fully dressed, is driven into the water, and out 
of reach of too close scrutiny, bathes at ease, 
after having undressed ia the machine. In 
France all arrangements relating to bathing are 
perfect. Bathing-houses of all deerees of ele- 
gance can be had for the hiring, and the beach 
is enlivened from end to end by the hand- 
some structures belonging ta cottage-peo- 
ple. Not to erect one's own pleasant bath- 
ing-house would be considered a strange omis- 
sion by families living at Biarritz, Eéretat, 
Dieppe, or Trouville, and, in fact, persons liv- 
ing anywhere within 5 or 6 miles of those places 
pot up elegant cottages on the sands. The 
right and graceful appearance of these struct- 
ee adds greatly to the attractiveness of the 
beach at a French watering-place. Inside, they 
are alwars comfortably and often sumptuously 
fitted up, a small stove being considered an indis- 
pensable necesgity. These are private property, 
of course. The casual lodger at the hotels 
wishing to.ba'he fictls, however, the following 
comforts gwaiting him: Bath-houses of varying 
copvenienee. according to price; a fine —— 
tion of excellent and shapely costumes on hire; 
male or female attendants, as required, who, 
immediately on seeing the bather emerge from 
the sea, place a hot-water foot-bath and well- 
warmed towels in his bathinc-house. The pre- 
cautions taken to prevent accidents in the water 
are also excellent, and well worth imitation here. 
As many as a dozeo baigneurs. or bathers,” are 
always ia the water at any frequented spot, 
and these men take especial care of ladies and 
ehildren, earrviug infants in their arms during 
the whole length of their bath, and keeping a 
close watch on the movemeots of every person, 
that none may venture rashly. — too, ply 
about the bathing-grounds constantly dario 
bathing-hours. and accidental drowning is ale 
most impossible. 

It seems strange that the irrepressible coqnetry 
of the American women should not have niched 
itself (to use Mme. de Sevigne’s expressi@n )in her 
bathing-costume. Women of the most marked 
elegance in drawing-rooms obey the law of our 
land, and make the vilest scafécrows of them- 
selves to go into the surf. More bathine- 
dresses are let out at Long Branch in a single 
week than are so disposed in a whole season at 
all the French resorts combined. Ever French 
lady frequenting les bain# de mur pays special 
attention to providing herself with un costume 
de bain. And this outfit ie carefully selected it 
regard to ita betomineness in color and cut; in 
fit it must be as perfect, ite freshness as un- 
doubted, as any dress that Madame wears. 
some these costomes are 
charming, and, when doened, enhance the 
beauty. or elegance of their . wearers 
quite as much as any. other. A delicate rose 

annel, with knife-plaitings of white, hat trim- 
med in aécordanee, pink hose and straw shoes, 
— — serge with stripes ef yellow, green, 
aud brown merinos—these are some of the com- 
binstious which dwell iu mv mémory from last 
season. Manv ladies have, several sach cos- 
tumes,—en extravagance a worth men- 
tioning, a» the materials of which such dresses 
are made are very cheap. But, whatever a
